books, and which particuler tranſlations 
ſhould be accounted true Scripture, And 
when all were done, the queſtion would 
yet remain, which fide of the Controuers« 
fie were fauoured by the Scripture, if no 
meancs were vſed, ro finde out the right 
ſenſe, beſides the bare words of Scripture 
which borh parties had read before, -and 
which cach party would expound in fa. 
uour of his own ſ1de.Now it they did ad- 
mit other meanes ; either this ſhound be 
ancient Councels,& Fathers;orels eucry 
ones privat Spirir, If Councels & Fathers; 
they would never agree, which, and how 
far they were, in particuler doQrines, to 
be adrgitted. And as for privace Spirits,c- | 
nery one ſeeth, that they would agree no 
berter,then they did before they came to 
the Councell , fince neuer a one would

againſt Proteſtants Spirit. 
ſubmit that which he ficmely thought, ro. 
be ſuggeſted by the Spirit,. ro any, or all 
the men inthe world. Thirdly,admic ths 
Councell had concluded one thing; what 
nearer were they to retaine vnity, in that 
matter, whe their Spirittellerh them, thar 
iris til free for every one of them,rto exa- 
mige & ro judge, whether this definition 
of their Councell,were rightly made, or 
not, according to Scripture, with power 
in every private man to reuerſe ir,it to his 
Spirit it ſeeme not rightly made, 
A third obſcruation, both of the Apo. j4þ,a1.1 

files and Fathers, (originally deſcending 
frs the exprefieordinance of Chriſt hin. 
ſelfe)was ro acknowledge Ecclefiafticall 
fuperiority and authority; namely,of one 
viſible Head, and chiefe Paſtor, in ſtead 
of Chriſt : ve Capite conſtitmts ſchiſmatis ttier.cont, 
talleretur occafio; that a Head being ap-+ 1oxi-iax, 
es comme of Schiſme might be ra« 

enaway; it being wel enough knowne 
vnto them, that,not onely in a particuler 
| Church, but much more in the vniuerſall 
mukcicude of Chriftizs,diſperſed through 
the world, it was very hard,if not impoſſi- 
ble,to keep ynity, if there were not ſome 
one Head , whoſe ſentence were to bee 
a E 3 heard,
